HE IS SANE. 


End of the Investigation into Mr. Coop- 
er’s Condition, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YorK, December 21.—The proceed- 
ings before the commissioners appointed to 
try the sanity of Henry Prouse Cooper, the 
well-known New York tailor, have ended, 
with a verdict of the jury that Mr. Cooper 
is sane and capable of managing his estate. 
Mr. Cooper was no doubt pleased with the 
verdict, but he exhibited his pleasure ina 
quiet and dignified way. He shook hands 
with some of the jurors and thanked them 
all. The jury consisted of twenty-two men, 
nineteen of whom found in Mr. Cooper’s 
favor. Only twelve votes were necessary for 
a verdict. They were out about an hour and 
a half. Mrs. Cooper was present before the 
verdict was announced. As she went out 


she walked close by her husband, but no 
sign ot recognition passed between them. 
Mr. Cooper is to remain in the custody of 
the Sheriff until the further order of the 
court. He expressed perfect willingness to 
do so. He declared that during al! the pro- 
ceedings, which have lasted about two 
months, he has had sole management of his 
business and has already “cleaned out“ from 
his employ such persons as are not agreeabie 
to him. Some additional testimony was 
taken in the case. Dr. . Eddy was 
called as au expert in behalf of Mr. Cooper. 
He said that he had examined Mr. 
Cooper and found hit werfectiy 
sane. He had talked very little with him, as 
he did not think it necessary to talk with a 
a + find out whether or not he was sane. 
The®@xainination of tuis witness practically 
closed Mr. Cooper's case. The awyers on 
both sides shuwed great moderation in sum- 
ming up, and did not attempt tor more than 
about filteen minutes each to influence a 
body of men Who showed by the most un- 
mistakable signs that they had made up their 
minds and could not be influenced. Mr. 
Cooper said that the expense of the trial to 
him was about $8,000, exclusive of the cost of 
his wife’s counsel.

| THE POLICE BAFFLED. 


No Trace ofthe Highwaymen Who 
Are Infesting the City. 


— 


Numerous Arrests, But Few Identifications— 
Capt. Frangel Talks About the Scarcity of 
Police- The People Alarmed--All the 
Chances on the Side of the Marauders. 


The police have been doing some of the 
hardest work of their lives for the past three 
days, in pursuit of the daring scoundrels who 
planned and executed the late highway rob- 
beries. Their efforts have not, however, 
been crowned with anything like success 
In fact, the fellows who do the jobs seem to 
have the greatest run of luck in escaping all 
identification. The public generally are ter- 
ribly worked up over the matter, and they 
get little consolation from the police, the 
detectives making the plain admission that 
everybody should be on his guard and that 
these same daring robberies are likely 


to be repeated any day or night. 
In the Third Police District, where the 
Matalene and Orr robberies, the most dar- 
ing of the whole series. took place, no effort 
has been spared. Capt. Frangel, as detailed 
in his talk below, has lost no opportunity, 
and has worked as hard as any man could 
track the highwaymen. His men have been 
out on special duty, with but little rest, ever 
since, and over a dozen arrests 
have been made in the Cases. 
That this hard work has resulted in very lit- 
tle is due to the fact that, although several 
people saw the robbers in each ease, nobody 
is able to come near recognizing them. 
The cigar-makers at O’Brien’s store went 
down to the matalene jewelry establishment, 
that was burglarized last Saturday evening; 
saw the men escaping and even 
betore they escaped, while they 
were yet in the jewelry establishment, 
yet nobody ean give anything of a descrip- 
tion that will materialize sufficiently to en- 
able the police to distinguish one man from 
another. ‘The same is true in the case of Orr, 
the employe of Fairbank & Co., ‘wifo was 
robbed of $1,800 on Monday about dusk. The 
most lucid 8 given in either 
case is that the marauders were 
“voung men wearing jeans pants.“ 
That is not much to go on, and, as a 
consequence, the police have been working 
altogether in the dark. The detectives, too, 
have been exerting themselves considerably 
more than is their custom, but have gathered 
in nothing so far but the usual crop of clues. 
The day after the robbery of Orr Capt. 
Frangel's men ran in“ a gang of suspicious 
characters, among them Emile Rosey and 
Frank Dunn. To-day 
L. MATALENE, | 

the watchmaker at 716 O’Fallon street, who 
was robbed on Saturday, swore out*’a warrant 
against Rosey and Dunn, charging them with 
grand larceny. Though the men who took 
the goods intimidated the owner 
with a revolver, the circumstances 
did not make out a case of robbery, as none 
of the property was taken from Matalene’s 
person, Which it would be necessary to prove 
to sustain a charge of that title. sey and 
Dunn were committed jail. 
The cases against them admit- 
ted to not ve strong. 
Charlie Burns, one of the gang, was recog- 
nized to-day as ohe of the quartet who 
burst into Rohifing’s drugstore, northeast 
corner of Eighth and Biddle streets, shortly 
after 8 p. m., but were frightened away be- 
fore they ad time to get hold of the 
money drawer. With these three 
exceptions, all being arrests made 
in Capt. Frangel’s district, noth- 
ing hasbeen found about the gang or gangs. 
In the meantime, the small shopkeepers in 
different parts of the city are rribly 
alarmed. The idea is general that an or- 
ganized gang is at work, and all sorts of pre- 
cautions are taken to guard against them. 
When a couple of suspicious looking fellows 
enter an O’Fallon street store, about dark, 
they are given a very wary reception, the 
proprietor being ready for ariy emergency. 

CAPTAIN FRANGEL 
was seen at the Third District Station this 
morning, he having arrived there earlier 
than usual. 

What have you done about the highway- 
men?“ he was asked. 

All I could, under the circumstances, It 
is hard work and little to get for it.“ 

“Why?” 

“Well, we are working in$the dark. We 
can get no description which at all helps us. 
We have run in altogether fifteeen men for 
supposed complicity in the robberies. Out 
of these, four have been sent to the Four 
Courts to be held, to await developments, 
and most of the others released.“

The attempt of the Globe-Democrat to ob- 
literate by a sing coat of whitewash the 
black record made by the publication of the 
GARFIELD and DorsEy correspondence 
bears evidence that the painful duty is an 
uncongenial one, and the failure of the at- 
tempt ata vindication only makes the record 
look the worse.

3 
We cannot think of @ case of more culpa- 
ble, disreputable and contemptible mean- 
ness than the conduct of the well paid 
and respectable official who, while living 
in plenty and enjoying a comfortable salary, 
continued week after week to withhold the 
pay of the drivers, conductors and hostlers, 
who thought they were putting away their 
savings with a trusted friend, when their 
hard-earned dollars went regularly to meet 
fresh losses in the bucket-shop. No class of 
men are compelied to work harder than these 
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and in summer’s burning heat they are com! 
pelled to report for duty before the sun is up; 
they have scant time to snatch their 
hasty meals, hardly see. the face of wife 
or child by day light through the week, 
their hours of work are from twelve to 
eighteen hours a day, and on Sunday 
the pleasure of their well-earned rest at 
home was heightened by the thought that 
they had paid their way like honest men 
through the week, and had left a little sum 
to their credit safe in the vaults of the com- 
pany with the dividends of the stockholders. 
These were the men who were robbed of 
their money and then told that it was their 
own lookout and that the Company was not 
responsible for the swindle of its agent. 
Fortunately they had never received their 
pay In full, and the money which was em- 
bezzled was the company’s money. The 
court has now so decided. But the company 
should not have compelled these poor 
men and faithful employes to go to 
the expense of employing counsel and 
appearing in court to enforce their 
claim. The oppression of the poor is 
one of the crimes which call to heaven for 
vengeance, and the company could have bet- 
ter afforded to have paid the money without 
a contest than even to have won the suit. If 
the company is well advised it will not con- 
test it further, but will make good the losses 
of its innocent workmen and proceed to 
punish its guilty treasurer as a lesson which 
is much needed against defalcation in offices 
of trust.

CORNERED GREENBACKERS. 

The proverbial inability of the leopard to 
change his spots has no doubt been often a 
cause of anxiety and keen regret to that agile 
animal, especially on those occasions when 
he is spotted by the hunter and has good 
and sufficient reasons for wishing that he 
were In some other spot. His feelings seem 
to be appreciated and shared in to a certain 
extent by the great National Greenback 
party, which has suddenly discovered the 
existence of objections to the color of 
the cover of its dorsal integument, and is 
now anxious not merely to change the spots, 
but to shed the whole skin, provided it can 
discover a ready-made skin which can be 
had ata bargain and which may be war- 
ranted to fit. 

This is a case of genuine distress, which is 
all the more heart-rending because there is 
not at the present time any adequate remedy 
in sight. There was atime when the finan- 
cial envelope which covered the principles of 
the Democratic party would have fitted the 
Greenbackers “like de paper on de vall,” and 
when a Greenbacker in a Democratic skin 
would not have known that he was not 
appareled in his own cuticle. If the Green- 
back party had profited by its opportunity a 
dozen years ago or so, it might have changed 
its skin and materially improved its appear- 
ance; but the opportunity which was neg- 
lected has passed away forever, and the 
cast-off political garments of the Democratic 
adherents of fiat money would not now make 
out a decent outfit for a tramp.

ers. In a word, they are using the Govern- 
ment ice’ in very large quantities and pay 
nothing for it. So long as the Government 
owns the waters, and all parties admit it 
does, their right to do so can not be ques- 
tioned-by any person or the State itself. It's 
the same as cutting timber off of Govern- 
ment lands. It's an old trick to cry Stop 
thief, and this looks to us as the reason why 
they charge that the donation is a private 
scheme when it can not possibly be or be 
converted into one. If this be so,then Sena- 
tor VEST would, with the best intentions, 
be doing the very thing he desires to avoid if 
he does not urge the passage of the bill. If 
the ice company owns most of the lake, as it 
does of the shore, as riparian owners, it can 
maintain its rights in court, and if it is not 
such owner it ought to pay for 
the ice to the Government, or the 
State, or county. So much is quite certdin: 
this ice is valuable now. A branch of the 
Missouri Pacific runs regularly to the south 
end of the lake. Two other roads—one 
standard and the other narrow gauge—will 
soon be built to the north side of it, and it is 
easy to see that then the annual crop of ice 
will be of very great value.

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QUININE. 

The right of a sick man to get his medi- 
cine at cost price without any enhancement 
from the arbitrary duties of a tariff is one of 
those rights which should be respected equal- 
ly by protectionists and free traders. Yet 
whenever the subjectof quinine is mentioned 
some iron-bound Pennsylvania ‘protectionist 
is sure to rise up with a proposition to tax it. 
It is hard to understand why this should be 
so. Quinineis nota product which we have 
any hope of successfully cultivating in any 
of the territeries of this country; its manu- 
facture is not an infant industry” for which 
protectionis reeommended inthe hope that it 
may grow to be a giant industry. At the time 
when we did most foolishly and unadvisedly 
protect it its manufacture was a monopoly 
carried on by a single firm of chemists in 
Philadelphia, and the whole country was 
taxed for the benefit of this firm.

There 
is no chance of its prevailing, but the sug- 
gestion shows to what length extremists are 
willing to goin imposing their. hobbies on 
the country.

The Late Move Against the Bucket- 
Shops. 


The Coming President--Items From the 
Floor. 


The “bucket-shops,” at least those of St. 


Louis, have not made up their minds to be | 


tamely blotted out of existence, simply be- 
cause the Chicago Board of Trade desires it. 
It is well known that, had it not been for the 
opposition telegraph companies, the Western 
Union would simply have laughed at the de- 
mands ofthe Chicago merchants. The “‘buck- 
et-shop” system is worth between $2,000 and 
83,000 a day to the Western Union, and they 
would not have thrown this good thing up if 
they had dared to run counter to the wishes 
of Chieago. One of the head men of the 
Western Union very frankly told a certain 
St. Louisan: 

“Do vou suppose we would have 
paid any attention to this demand of the Chi- 


cago Board of Trade ifif had not been for 
the B. & O., the Mutual Union and the 
Board of Trade? Not much. If we had had 
no opposition ready to — into the business 
we left we would have ordered 2 instru- 
ment and operator off the Chicago Exchange 
floor, and not alone that, but kept them up 
town as far away from the business center 
as possible. How do you suppose they would 
have liked that’ 

One of the St. Louis “bucket-shop” pro- 
prietors, Who holds a three-year contract 
for a special wie with the Western Union, 
is preparing to defend his rights, and he 
don’t mean to close up his institution unless 
he is actually forced to. If he can’t get the 
Chicago quotations by the Western Union he 
will by some other line, even if 
he has to put his own man 
on the Chicago Board of Trade 
to send him the markets. The telegraph 
company claim they cannot obtain the quo- 
tations on the Chicago Board if they con- 
tinue to furnish them tos“ bucket-shops,“ but 
they must keep up to their contracts with 
the St. Louis. the New York, Toledo, Kansas 
City and other Boards of Trade throughout 
the country in furnishing the Chicago market 
quotations. The shutting down on these re- 
ports to the various Boards of Trade in this 
country would do — as much harm to 
Chicago as to the telegraph company so there 
is not much probability of Chicago refusing 
toallow the Western Union to send her 
markets abroad, as the company has been 
aceustomed to do, and how the Chicago mer- 
chants will prevent these quotations from 
getting to the “‘bucket-shops” is a ques- 

on.

AMERICAN GYMNASIUMS. 


A Society Contemplated Likethe Ger- 
man National Turnverein, 


For some time past the members of the 
Missouri Gymnastic Society have been agi- 
tating the question of calling a convention of 
the representatives of the various American 
gymnasiums. The object of the conven- 
tion is to discuss the possibility 


of forming an American Gymnastie Society, 
composed of strictiy American institutions, 
similar to the German National Turnverein. 
The great object of this association would be 
to organize a system of class similar to the 
88 in the Turnverein, and 
ring. if possible, all the American 
gymnasiums in the country under one gen- 
eral supervision. The German institutions 
as is well known, are attended by persons of 
all ages, the instruction of children being a 
special feature, while the American institu- 
tions are attended almost exclusively by one 
class of youn men, and to secure 
the attendance of young folks from six to 
twelve i of age and upwards is the 
rincipal object the agitators have in view. 

he American gymnasiums, at pres- 
ent, have no class system whatever. 
They certainly have tutors, but for 
these they are compelled to depend —— the 
Germans, whose teachers are ucated 
in a school at Milwaukee supported by the 
Turnverein 7 wpe Saag this purpose. Should 
the association formed an American 
school of this kind, for the*instruction of 
American teachers, will be established and 
sustained in the same manner as the 
German school.

In this 
time I of course include that occupied in 
preparing one’s self properly for the class 
and in making out the percentage of the 
scholars. This clerical work is immense.

STUFFING FOR EXAMINATIONS. 

“There is a constant conflict in the teach- 
er’s breast between what he knows he ought 
to do and what the exigeneies of the system 
require him todo.

How the Stores are Thronged by 
Holiday Purchasers.

Even 
to-day, when the weather was such as to 
keep people inside doors, the shops 
were all well filled, and nearly 
everybody was buying Christmas goods. 
A Post-DIsPATCH reporter drop into 
one of the big dry s stores about noon 
to-day and found the toy department espec- 
ially crowded. The counter was filled with 
all finds of toys, and it took six clerks all 
the time to show the — to purchasers. 

“Have you any nice dolls?“ said a ever 
dressed lady, edging her way up throug 
the crowd. 

“Dolls, yes ma’am,” replied the obliging 
oung lady clerk. . “Yes, ots of them. What 
Lind do you want?” 

„Oh, a doll. I guess they are all much 
alike ?”’ 

“Well. no. Fact is, we have dolls from ten 
cents all the way up to 850.“ 

To 850,“ said the astounded purchaser. 
What are dolls of that price like? 

Here is one of them, said the clerk, and 
she handed down a wax doll as big as an or- 
didary baby, with real hair, movable eyes, 
and kid gloves on the hands. By being 

yressed deftly the doll could be made to sing 
three consecutive notes of something that 
sounded like music. 

„And does this cost 850?“ asked the re- 

porter. 
No, not exactly. These go with it,” and 
the young lady elerk handed down two di- 
minutive Saratoga trunks, each r- 
fect in every etail and each filled 
with a number of costumes tor the doll, of 
the latest makes and patterns, The imita- 
tion baby was already clad ina handsome 
suit of pink silk. and the trunks contained 
other complete outfits, including even shoes, 
stockings and gloves.” 

„What is the demand for Christmas arti- 
cles?“ the Reporier asked. 

“Oh, the rush is bigger Ilhan than we even 
saw it this early in the yearand all 
kinds of things are in demand. 
People seem to have more money this year 
than they ever had before since I took a 
ylace behind a counter. We have a little 
ull to-day, and then I guess the rush will be- 
gin in earnest.”
